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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 5, the term "first said sequence" should be changed to - 
said first sequence". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rakib et al 
(U.S. Pat. 6,307,868). 

Regarding claim 1, Rakib et al disclose an apparatus and a method for SCDMA 
digital data transmission using orthogonal codes wherein each channel is assigned a 
code sequence. The orthogonal codes imply that the codes are non-overlapping (zero- 
cross-correlation) (col. 6, lines 37-56). Rakib et al fail to disclose the exact word of the 
first and the second sequences are 'spaced" apart. However, the word "spaced" can be 
interpreted in two ways. Firstly, the general interpretation, the term "spaced" can be 
interpreted as the space or gap between the two codes even though the two codes are

subsequent to each other. Secondly, the technical interpretation, the term "spaced" can 
be interpreted as a distance (Hamming distance) between the two codes. As inherent, 
the orthogonal codes always have the hamming distance of at least equal to 1 . 
Therefore, there is a distance (spaced) between the two orthogonal codes. Based on 
the above interpretation, the claimed invention is met by Rakib et al. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Xu et al (U.S. Pat. 6,005,854) disclose a synchronous wireless access protocol 
method and apparatus. 

Honkasalo et al (U.S. Pat. 6,110,176) disclose a method and apparatus for 
operating an indoor CDMA telecommunications system.
